The Master Does Not Want Any. Any Idlers in 
His Vineyard. 


THERE IS SOMETHING FOR 
EACH ONE TO DO. 

When Jesus gave His message 
about the man that fell among 
thieves on the road from Jerusa- 
lem to Jericho He closed up by 
saying, “Go, and do thou like 

se.” (Luke 10:37.) 

In giving His great lesson 
concerning doing and not doing 
Jesus said, “Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” (Matt. 
25:40.) These two expressions 
by the Son of God are enough 
to show that it is expected that 
every body do something for 
Jesus. And in the _ following 
verse it is shown that doing no- 
thing is counted as an awful 
crime. “Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye did it not to one 
of the least of these, ye did it 
not to me.” (Math.25:45.) And 
the following verse shows how 
the Lord considers that an idle 
worthless life should be reward- 
ed. ‘These (those who will do 
nothing for the Master) shall 
go away into everlasting pun- 
ishment.” (Matt. 25:46.) 

James, the Lord’s' brother, 
was in favor of working for the 
Lord. He considers that a man 
is very foolish if he will not do 
any thing. (Jas. 1:22,23-) He de- 
clares that if a man knows to do 
good and does not do it he com- 
mits sin. (Jas.4:17.) Then this 
being the case one can readily 
see how easy it is to commit sin- 

There is no middle ground.It 
is either doing good or com- 
mitting sin. Cannot be idle. In 
His parable of the vineyard 
Jesus teaches a lesson that 
should never be forgotten. “‘Go 
work today in my vineyard.” 
“Why stand ye here all the day 
idle’when there is so. much 
work to be done? “Go ye also in 
to the vineyard” and_ work. 
(Mait. 20: 6, 7.) 

It is work, work, work, all 
through the Bible. Do something 


for Jesus. The Master does not 


want any idlers in His vineyard; 
neither does He want idlers out 
of His vineyard. If they are out 
they should go in and work and 
if they are inside it is expcted 
that they shall work. Being in- 
side is enough to say that they 
shall work. 

John, the beloved disciple 


‘says, that we recetve things we 


ask for in prayer because we 
“do those things that are pleas- 
ing in His sight: This is as 
much as to say we may not re- 
ceive answers to our prayers if 
we do not do things that please 
Him. And it pleases the Lord for 
us to do things that He wants 
done. 

He wants the gospel preached 
and it pleases Him for one of 
His little trusting children to do 
his best to preach the gospel to 
every body he possibly can. He 
wants us to tell about the “man 
that died for me.” He wants us 
to tell of His love and power to 
save, sanctify, heal, and baptize 
with the Holy Ghost and fire.

‘where. There are different ways 


to work, but this is one way in 
which all can work. It has been 
said by some one: 
“Tho I cannot sing like angels, 

Tho I cannot preach like Paul, 
I can tell the love of Jesus, 

I can say He died for all.” 

Cripple Tom, in that great 
city, could not preaci in those 
large beautiful and commodious 
church edifices, but up in that 
lonely attic he could lay on his 
rude bed and write Scripture 
texts uu pieces of paper and 


drop them down on the people, 


as they thronged the sidewalk 
below. hoy; many have been 
blest by the verse spoken by Je- 
sus, “I must work the works of 
him that sent me, while it is day: 
the night cometh, when no man 
can work.” (John9:4) How 
many there are that falls under 
the Cripple’s explanation? “They 
don’t know Him, sir, knowin’ is 
lovin’. and lovin’ is doin’.Jt aint 
love without.” 

According to Cripple Tom’s 
statement oue does not love Je- 
sus if he does not do something 
for Him.: Doing nothing for Je 
sus is proof that one does not 
love Him. This statement is con- 
clusive. Then all musi do some- 
thing for Jesus. The Master does 
not want any idlers in His vin 
yard. 


For years I have had one ob- 


ject in view for the Church of 
God. What is it? Every mem- 
ber a worker. This ought to be. 
This must be.The Church is call- 
ed the bddy of Jesus. Paul illu 
trates it to be like the human 
body-Imagine a foot that will not 
bear any weight. This means 
that the other foot has the 
weight of the entire body to 
bear. Think of a lung that will 
not perform its function. The 
other lung will have to perform 
double work orthe body will 
soon die. And how long will one 
live after one lung refuses to 
work? 


Using this analogy, how 
much is the Church dwarfed in 
its activity by some of the menr 
bers refusing to work? How 
long will they be carried along 
as a dead weight? What does 
Jesus say? “Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit, he taketh 
away.” I certainly would hate 
to be the one taken away. 
Wouldn’t you? Well, then, the 
only way I see to prevent being 
taken away is to do something 
for Jesus. Be a worker in His 
vineyard, and there is some- 
thing for each one to do. 

Many say, I feel that I ought 
to do something for the Lord. 
But how many fail because they 
cannot do some “big thing” at 
first! I want to work for the 
Lord they say, but ask them to 
take a Sunday school class and 
they make an excuse. Suggest 
that they ought to pay tithes and 
they say they are not able. Ask 
them to take a few tracts and 
and hand them out and they 
)say I do not consider that is my 


‘on the sick and they say, I do 
not feel well my self. 


But, thank God, they do not 
‘all make excuses. Ask them to 
take a Sunday school class and 
gladly they walk across the 
room and with a pleasant smile 
to every member of the class 
present themselves before them 
‘for service. Show them by the 
Bible that they ought to pay 
tithes and they go right home 
and commence keeping their 
accounts the very next day and 
the next Sunday come into the 
‘sanctuary with their first tithes, 
and they never quit it. Always 
after that Sunday morning ten 
cents out of every dollar they 
earn is the Lord’s. And many 
other good things will they do. 

Some one said, A good many 
of the inexperienced workers in 
the Church tear down more than 
they build up and the work 
would be better off without 
them. But I would rather see 
them try todo something for 
Jesus and make a “poor out” at 
it than for them never to try at 
all Some people remind me.of 
the old lady that would not let 
her boys get into the water for 
fear they would drown. She 
said, “You must not go into the 
water until you learn to swim.” 
How inconsistant! How ridicu- 
lous! How absurd! The red 
men of the forest know bet- 
ter than that. They have 
itaken their little “‘pappooses”’ 
and thrown them into the pond 
where they would have to swim 
or drown. 


One of the most successful 
revivalists of the nineteenth cen- 
tury was of this class. He never 
had preached. Probably never 
led a prayer meeting. He was 
only a boy in his teens. Did not 
know that he would ever preach. 
He was going to school and was 
invited to spend Sunday with a 
friend some older than himself 
who was pastor of a church. 
Without getting the youth’s 
consent or even informing him 
of it he announced a week a- 
head that Thos. would 
preach to his congregation “next 
Sunday at eleven o’clock.” 


Late Saturday evening the 
young man arrived and to his 
surprise he was told by his 
friend that it had been announ- 
ced that he was to preach the 
next day at eleven o’clock- The 
boy was shocked. He tried to 
reason with his older friend and 
begged him all in vain. It was 
settled that he had to preach. 
The only thing left for young 
H—— to do was to resort to 
prayer and try to do his best.

At last after trying 
in vain to get the people to be 
quiet so he could read his kymn 
he decided to give a chance for 
seekers to come to the altar. No 
sooner had he called out “Every 
body that wants religion come 
to this altar and pray”, than the 
altar was filled with seekers and 
hundreds knelt at their seats 
crying and screaming for mercy. 
Such a meeting is not often 
seen It was a revival. The boy 
that had never preached before 
ha& been suddenly dashed into 
the midst of a pond where he 
had to sink or swim. Did he 
sink? No! Was his efforts a 
failure? No! What won for him 
the victory? In after life on be- 
ing asked the secret of his suc- 
cess as a revivalist he answered, 
“Knee-work,” That was it. He 
prayed to God in his extremity 
and God answered his prayer. 

But suppose this bey had not 
been forced into such a position. 
Probably he never wouid have 
preached. Probably hundreds of 
souls would have been lost that 
otherwise were saved, yes, push 
the boys into it- Put the begin- 
ners into places where they have 
to pray or like throwing 
them into the pond where they 
will have to swim or drowi.
